CALLS FOR LEADERSHIP
BASED UPON RESPECT

Death of Dr. Bosa Prompts Writer
to Suggest to Government

Officials. i
i

T© the Editor of The Star: j1 war- shocked to read in The Htar
of the death of Dr. K. E. Rosa, chief
physicist of the bureau of standards
of the Department of Commerce.
Having- known something of Dr.
Rasa's work, of his steadfastness of
purpose and of his high ideals of
service, it seems right to ask for a
brief space to recall them. It is
fashionable to assume that governmentdepartments and government
men are essentially inefficient. The
obvious and necessary wastes of a
democratic form of government often
cloud the eyes of our people from the
self-sacrificing spirit and the high
motives of public service, which control&x>re& of cloistered men in the
scientific, engine* ring and research
divisions of our federal government
departments.

Dr. Rosa belonged to that class.
Well known in the electrical industry,
he was comparatively unknown to
the public at large. Yet for twenty
years he has served the natio^ and
it seems just that his service ue recordedpublicly at this time, when |public service of the highest and
finest character is essential if our
nation is to solve some of the economicand social problems which
face us.
A witty British publisher recently.in addressing a group of publishersof engineering and industrial

journals, said that England today
may be conceived to be divided into
two camps. One camp included the
people of brains, Sidney Webbists,
socialists and radicals of various
hues of red. This group might \>epictured, he said, as having brains
without experience. In the other he
placed business men; representatives Jof both labor and capital, who almostcould Vie said to have experience
but no brains. JOur conditions in this country are
not England's conditions, yet we need ja leadership here as well as in Eng-
land that combines brains with ex-
perienee.
The relation of our government de- jpartments to industry calls especialy

for this kind of leadership. Dr. Rosa's
passing calls public attention to a
kind of service that must be rendered.
Oovernment department men. on the
one hand, and men of industry and
commerce mus* have a mutual re-
spent for each other if we can go for-
ward. The Department of Commerce
has an nnr>orlurntv for
which depends for success on mutual
respect. Mr. Hoover haa established
the policy that the department be developedas an aid to industry, a place
where the rank and file of manufacturersand merchants may come for
help, a center for the standardization
of business practices, the simplificationof processes and a weather map
of business conditions.
Mutual respect, high ideals of serviceand the bringing" together of;brains and experience will bring re-

TO MICE GOULD

L

Esteem for Deceased Jurist
Voiced at Gathering of

Bench and Bar.
The esteem in which Justice AshleyM. Gould was held by the bench

and bar of the District of Columbia
was evidenced yesterday, when the
ceneral term courtroom was crowned

to overflowing: to hear the formal announcementof hfs death. Chief JusticeMcCoy briefly stated the purpose
of the meeting after Henry E. Davis,
former United States attorney for the
District of Columbia, had made the
announcement of the death. Justice
McCoy called on Justice Stafford, who
had served longest with Justice Gould
on the bench, to -express the sorrow
of the court.

Remarks by Mr. Davis.
Mr. Davis referred to the fact that

twenty-three yeaj-s ago he had asked
Mr. Gould to become an assistant
United States attorney, from which
position he was made chief of that
office and then appointed to the bench.
He spoke of the long and honorable
service of the deceased at the bar
and the long and "more honorable"
service on the bench. His place would
be very difficult to fill, said Mr. Davis.
The speaker paid tribute to Justice
Gould as "man. lawyer, judge and
friend." and declared that his passing
left a void in each of those relationships.

Chief Justice McCoy's Tribute.
Chief Justice McCoy recalled that

it was in that very courtroom that
Justice Gould had sat with him when
the speaker first was appointed to the
bench and rendered a great service
to him. and up to his death never
failed to give aid to his associates
from his profound knowledge of the
law. At a later time, he suggested,
the bar would want to hold a meeting
to express in some more suitable mannertheir love and esteem for the deceased.He announced that out of
respect to Justice Gould the variousbranches of the court would remainin recess until next Thursday.The remarks of Justice Stafford were
printed in the Star yesterday.
